hausted. There will nlwajs bo some 
element remaining tluit is capable of 
providing nourishment, no matter how 
i losely it is cropped. 
A soil may bo 


exhausted of a portion of its plant tood, 
but that portion may be a very im- 
portant factor in the composition of a 
certain crop, which deficiency may 
cause- a failure, but should the crop bo 
of a kind that does not largely domain 
the particular element which is not pos- 
sessed by the soil it will grow ivnd 
mature, although tho same may .appar- 
ently be exhausted. It is impossible to 
completely exhaust n soil of all its ele- 
ments of plant food, but it is a. very 
easy matter to exhaust it of some of it' 
fi'ttili/iuff elements, which to all in 
tents nml purposes render tho soil inea 
liable of growing crops of a certain, kind. 
There are many soils very deficient in ni- 
I rogen, which makes such unsuitable lor 
wheat, and should phosphoric acid bo 
lacking all the grain crops will bo de- 
prived of vn important clement of plant 
food, the only course to pursue in such 
contingency being to supply the soil 
with 'hat,"which it immediately de- 
mands. 
Yet, while a soil may bo de- 


licient, in both nitrogen and phosphoric 
acid it may contain sufficient potash to 
grow crops which demand an excess oj 
potash as plant food. 


The dillicully with farmers who make 


specialty of certain crops is that they 
quickly exhaust tho soil of a single, sub- 
stance, though only depriving it but 
partially of other 
elements. 
Sucli, 


method more1 quickly exhausts a soil 
than any other, but such soil is also 
nioro easily recuperated. To illustrate 
tho manner in which a soil Ls exhausted, 
let us suppo-io .1 farmer to luivo his 
barns and granary well iiiled with corn, 
oats, roots,' hay, cornfodder and straw. 
Ho feeds all the grain to his horses and 
cattle until ho liuds himself short in 
that respect, though having on hand 
plenty of hay and roots. Jt will bo 
plain that the farmer still has plenty 
of feed left, and may keep his stock on 
such, but if his horses arc worked and 
lii.s cows milked, he will liud that if 
they arc deprived of grain they will not 
perform the service that might bo ex- 
pected did they receive grain. The 
food is therefore deficient, and tho ani- 
mals would not prove profitable. 
Thus 


'is it with tho soil. If it is deficient in 
any respect, 
though not really ex- 


ihivusted, it is partially so, as it can not 
ipi-ovide plant food for the crop. But, 
in our illustration of the farmer's sup- 
ply of provisions for sloek, it is appar- 
ent that ho could safely provide for a 
flock of sheep with hay and roots, oven 
if "rain were scarce, and his barn 
would not, therefore, bo exhausted so 
far as feeding sheep is concerned, 
thoui'h we admit that some gram should 
also be allowed to sheep, and in like 
manner tho soil may grow_acrop of po- 
tatoes or grass, though incapable of 
nourishing a grain crop. It is plain, 
therefore, that any soil that, contains a 
portion of the elements required by 
plants is susi eptiblo of greater fertility. 


It is not economical in the farmer to 


pro\idc complete fertilizers, containing 
all the ingredients of plant food, unless 
the soil is deficient iu itll of them. He 
should, on the contrary, endeavor (o 
provide for whatever los's may occur in 
tho plant food taken by crops, and 
therebv .save the expense of purchasing 
that which is already in the soil. Kx- 
hausled s<£s ma> be restored by using 
a fertili/or composed principally of the 
substance required, and then growing 
a green mamirial crop thereon to be 
turned under. l!y following such a 
system for a few years tho most im- 
poverished soils may bo restored to 
productiveness.— Farm, fklii and Firc- 
tiJe.

Commissioner of Pensions Dudley, in 
his annual report for the last fiscal 
years, says that at the close of the 
year there were 322,750 pensioners on 
the rolls classified us follows: 218,95C 
army invalids; 75,830 army 
widows, 


minor children and dependent relatives; 
2.G1G navy invalids; 1,938 navy -widows, 
minor children 
and 
dependent rela- 


tives; 3,8fl8 survivors of the war ol 
1812, 
and 10,512 widows of those who 


served in that war. During the J'eai 
the names of 85,413 pensioners •uere 
added to the roil and 16,315 were 
dropped for various causes, leaving a 
net Increase to Ihe number on the roll 
of l'J,0!)8. The amount paid for pen- 
sions during the year was §50,008,507. 
Since 181U 52li,;!24 disability claims and 
323,402 death claims have been filed. 
Of the invalid claims 272,024, and of the 
death claims 213,OS2 have been allowed.

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 13.— 


The November returns of cotton to the 
Department of Agriculture relate to the 
yield per acre, and show the effects of the 
long continued drought in reducing pro- 
duction. The lateness of killing frosts 
has less effect than usual in enlarging the 
yield, as the vitality of the plants was too 
uearly exhausted to produce a top crop. 
The drought had not been broken at some 
points ou Uic Clulf coast at the dale of re- 
loxver turns. Tlie indicated yield per aero is 
iu nearly every State than in tlic census 
year, which ivas one of average pro- 
duction. The lowest yields are now as then 
in Florida, Georgia, Alabama ami Texas. 
The reduction this year is very marked in 
Louisiana and Arkansas, the region of 
most productive cotton lands. The re- 
turns by States Indicate the yield per 
acre as follows, the ligures being subject 
to modification by fuller returns: Vir- 
ginia, 180 pounds; North Carolina, 175; 
South Carolina, 152; Georgia, 133; Flori- 
da, 1031 Alabama, 130; Mississippi, 175; 
Louisiana, 1911; Texas, Hit; Arkansas, 
200; 
Tennessee, KiO. 


The indications point to a crop some- 


what larger than that of 1883, gathered iu 
unusually line condition, of good color, 
unstained by storms and free from trash 
and dirt. 


The returns of the rate of yield of corn 


indicate a product somewhat in excess 
ol 1,800,000,000 bushels, or an average 
rate, a small fraction above twenty-six 
bushels per acre. The best yields are, as 
In 1888, iu what has been designated the 
great American desert. Tho "arid re- 
gions" in the vicinity of the hundredth 
meridian have produced heavy crops of 
maize of high quality. That 
line of 


longitude has ceased to be an absolute 
barrier to corn production, or general 
farming. The quality of corn is better 
than iu 1S83, nearly everywhere, and iu 
the Northern belt it is worth twenty-five 
to seventy-live pcrccut. more. 


The potato crop is nearly an average 


yield, or ninety bushels per acre, and ex- 
ceeds 190,000,000 bushels.

have been propitious and given to us cho- 
sen eight one of the finest camping places 
that this game-abounding region affords. 
We got to our camping place Friday af- 
ternoon after a dusty and dirty trip, and 
dubbed our camp "Collie." Our t«nts are 
pitched facing the south OB a rising knoll 
ascending from Moonstone Lake, which 
abounds with nil kinds of the finny tribe. 
Game is plentiful; but thus far, as all 
hands have been occupied getting the 
four tents in apple-pie order, we have on- 
ly shot dnoks, rabbits and squirrel for 
our table, but to-morrow hunting begins. 
The grounds to the west of us are covered 
with mast, and deer and turkey eigns are 
plentiful, and in the stillness ot the night 
the mournful notes of the wolves as well 
as other sylvan animals are heard, and in 
fact we think this is a hunter's paradise. 


An Agassiz, an Orton, or any naturalist, 


would revel in a place like this, for here 
the beauties of nature are collected, not 
so much in gigantic hills and mountains 
and murmuring falls, or the fixed terres- 
trial beauties, but here one finds all vari- 
eties of birds from the scavenger turkey 
buzzard to the humming-bird, and while 
I now write I am entertained by the joy- 
ous tones of the mocking bird, intermin- 
gled with the too-hoot of an owl.

It Is to l>e Made <,'ompnl«ory—Six Dif- 


ferent Klndu of BoiieUt Fund* Kecog- 
nlzcd. by Law. 
A now law, of prc.it importance to 


tho industrial population of (iormany, 
•which was passed Juno 15, 188U, comes 
into force December 1, 188K and is of 
Hiillicient inleruiit to warrant a short 
outline of its scope, which is, broadly 
sprnkiin", the making insurance against 
illness a eoni])ulsory matter, not only 
on tho part of the -working class proper^ 
lint of a much more extended section ot 
thi) industrial community than has 
hitherto been included. It must bo re- 
membered that tho principle of obli- 
o-atory insurance is not new in the Ger- 
man fempire, or at all events in several 
parts, of it, for it has been acted ou 
more or less both in Prussia and Ba- 
varia. 
It was left to tho communes to 


carry out, but so much latitude was 
allowed that it became in practice a 
kind of local option, and was generally 
more honored m the breach tliau in tho 
observance. In tho future, however, 
the case is to bo different, and tho com- 
munes) will doubtless acquiesce all the 
more readily in tho obligation, inas- 
much as one" of 1 ho powerful effects, of 
the legislation will be to diminish tho 
calls upon public assistance, or in other 
words, to keep down pauperism. It 
will be, therefore, as much to the impr- 
est as it will bo tho duty of the com- 
munal authorities to sue that^lhe new 
law is properly carried wit. The com- 
pulsory insurance of miners against ac- 
cident and sickness has been made an 
industrial feature in Prussia andbaxoii} 
for a long time past, and since 1845 has 
been regulated by an ordinance, that 
every one working underground should 
become a member of the miners' ben- 
efit fund (Kuappschiiftsveroino). 
An 


industrial law was passed in Prus- 
sia in 1840, by virtue 
of which 


the workmen of any particular locality 
could be compelled to bo members of 
existing benefit societies, and iu 1854 
this was made a little more .sii-ingcnt, 
inasmuch as it became obligatory on 
tho workmen 1o form mutual societies 
among themselves. In South (iennany 
the commune had tho right of levying 
a rei'tilar contribution trom the work- 
moif to the benefit fund, while in Bava- 
ria all servants, apprentices, workmen 
and day laborers had tho right, when 
away from their legal domicile, to seek 
relief for tho period of ninety days, 
which relief tho commune was bound 
to give. In return the commune would 
enforce a weekly contribution of fifteen 
pfcnniuge (although previous to *>S7.">> it 
was only nine pl'ennige), this relief 
hem" in noway connected with the or- 
dinary poor-law relief for paupers, liy 
the law of 1876 tho communes through- 
out the Kmpiro were given the power of 
compelling all workmen under sixteen 
years of age to become members of the 
C'ommunal Benefit Society; but in con- 
sequence of 1hc small amount of ardor 
that was shown in the matter, and tho 
general socialistic agitation that pre- 
vailed about this time, the Government 
determined to rearrange the whole 
system, and to close a considerable 
number of the exifting societies. At 
that time (1880), there were in Germany 
4,901 
registered benelit hinds, with839,- 


C02 members participating in the same. 
To these must be added 200,000 mem- 
bers in non-registered 
societies, and 


320,000 belonging to the Knappschafls- 
voroiup ormircrs benelitfunds, making 
altogether 
about 1,300,000 
persons 


availing themselves of siek insurance, 
of whom 1,200,000 were workmen. 


The new law, which is so shortly to 


come into operation, distinguishes two 
catagories ot insurers: First, those who 
are obliged by the law of tho land to 
insure; second, those who come within 
the scope of tho communal authority. 
The first embraces all persons perma- 
nently engaged in manufactures, trades 
and commerce, including employes ol 
tho lower grades, who, from the small- 
ness of their salary, are little, if any, 
better off than tbo actual workingman. 
In the second category are the small 
masters and tho.«e who work at home 
for tho large firms, as also those who 
are employed on tramways and in 
hauling agricultural laborers and for- 
esters, and, in line, all those who are 
working on daily wages. 
The law 


recognizes six different kinds of benefit 
fnnds, viz.: First—The local 
fund, 


\vhich embraces one or more kinds of 
industry, and can, if preferred, be es- 
tablished by several communes aoiiiig 
together. Second—Tho factory fund. 
Third—The public works and building 
fund, which is of a more or less tempo- 
rary nature. Fourth—The guild funds. 
Fifth—The 
mine fund. 
Sixth—The 


funds of previously 
registered and 


recognized societies; and to these may 
be added the communal fund, which is 
generally established as a pis aller, 
when there is none other to fall back 
upon. Communal insurance is, in fact, 
only applied to- those cases which have 
jlo claim upon other funds, and em- 
ployers are not obliged to contribute 
toward it, although they hare to do so 
•when there is a local, a factory or a 
building fund. 
It may be, therefore,

sickness the relief furnished by the local 
fund consists of gratuitous medical at- 
tendance, bandages, and all necessary 
medicines and appliances, while, alter 
the third day, a money allowance is. 
o-ivon equal to half tho daily average 
wao-e as Ion" as it doe? not exceed 
three shillings for thirteen 
weeks. 


Similar help is given to women tor 
three months during confinement; and 
in case of death a burial allowance- 
is made, amounting to twenty times the. 
average daily wages of the locality. In 
exceptional circumstances the benelit 
of the local fund may be extended, but 
in no case can it bo employed for any 
purpose outside tho fund, 
such or 


chronic invalids, widows or orphans 
When necessary, tho sick person may 
bo placed in. hospital instead of being 
treated at home, and in this caso Ins 
family receive a money allowance tor 
their maintenance. We mny mention 
tho citv of Frankfort-ou-the-Matn as an' 
instance of a place in which obligatory 
insurance (not communal) is an organ- 
ized system. It has 140,000 inhabitants, 
of whom 1,126 are employes, 21,821 are 
working people, and to these may bo 
added somo 13,831 domestics. At the 
present time there are 38 benelit insur- 
ance funds with 4,943 members; for 
those who would come under the second 
category—viz., employes, etc., there is 
only one fund with 90 members. 1 hero 
are no mines or minors in tho neighbor- 
hood, and no guilds except two, belong- 
in"' to tho chimney sweeps with '23 mem- 
bers, and barbera with 179.
